Dean Hur^t mentioned among 
some of the strange drugs of the 
old-time druggists: urine of a 
newborn child, herbs gathered at 
sunrise with incantations said 
over them, powdered skull of a 
person who suffered a sudden 
death, 

'•It was only in the last cen- 
tury that these things began to 
disappear," said Dean Hurst, 

About 60 years ago, he said, 
telling of one of the amazing dis- 
coveries of modem science, coal 
tar, a by-product of the manu- 
facture of coke, was just waste. 
It was piled up in great quan- 
tities. Then a chemist discovered 
that ft could be used for the 
making of dyes. This discovery 
has tremendously brightened up 
our homes, our clothes, all our 

Eurroundings, Dean Hurst said. 
Dyes were previously difficult to 
obtain. 

"Today the chemist can make 
better perfumes artificially than 
the perfumes from flowers " he 
said.

Col, W- P- Mulock, M.P„ v,-ho himself owns a 
Kmg township farm, told parliament recentlyt 
drav/ing his infcnnation from the Davii-iJaj'slI 
report: "The ground water, or reserve of ivater 
supplying springs and welli^ has been seriously 
lowered since the main woodlands in the township 
were cut. It is interesting to note that the four 
permanent streams now draining the lownahip all 
have their origin in areas of ungrazed woodJand, 
Coiftcideiit with the lowering of the ground v,atcr 
level there has been a noticeabio Increase in the 
number and severity of both sprirxg and summer 
floods. Hie present trends in regard to the water 
reserves in the township are very !ov/_ and it can 
be forecast that further depletion of v.oodlots will 
lead to a, further lowering of the ground water, 
with conseqaenl doing "P of springs and streams.

Donnelly passed mc I followed 
him all the way lo Richmond 

Hill and he was off the road at 
limes on the graveL Near Lang- 
Etaff he pulled out to pass an- 
other car on a hill and he went 
over the solid white line- 

*Two other cars were forced 
to puJl over lo let him pa=s," 
said Mn Newton. "He also 
pulled out to pass another north- 
bound car and he hit a south- 
bound truck and went on a third 
of a mile without stopping. He 
was driving m the centre of the 
road at this time- I stopped in 
Richmond Hill when I saw that 
Donnelly had stopped and at 
first he seemed unsteady when

In fact, indications are Ihat credit must be given to some of the 
junior members of the group of five in that original plans were 
modified and that a lesser injustice was done than might have been

Unfortunately, they had apparently been committed lo a harsh 
and unjustifiable program before Ihey heard the views of kindlier 
and wiser municipal men. - - ...'.. 

The truth is that Aurora's affairs, like the affairs of practically 
every municipality in Ihe province, need the closest attention. Not 
only ]s efficiency needed in ihe clerk's office.^bul efficiency in 
council. It is probably fair to say that, allowing for human weak- 
ness and occasional errors on tlie part of both, Aurora has had 
efficiency in the clerk's office and in council, but Ihe fact remains 
thai two people arc needed in the office, and strong, courageous 
and just people are ncede<l in Ibe council. - "■ , ■ 

The real solulion of the town's problem is co-operation between 
council and clerk. Let the injustice done lo Mr. Andrews be 
undone. Let ihe cf>uncil give him an able assistant like Mr. Willis, 
preferably after hearing the applicalions of others available. Let 
the town have Ibe full bencfil of Mr_ Andrews' ripe municipal 
experience. Let Mr. Andrews have the reasonable salary to which 
his j'cars of service entitle him.

The day has come when distribu- 
tion requires attention equal to that 
given to production. Better meth- 
ods of farming cannot solve the 
problems of people who are offered 
for their products prices beEow any 
reasonable cost of production, and 
who must match their little bar- 
gaining power against that of big 
business. At the present time 
nearly as much money ia being 
spent in each of our larger coun- 
ties on education for productive 
techniques as is being spent in the 
whole province on education dir- 
ectly for co-operative distribution. 
This lack of balance In our edu- 
cation of rural youth represents a 
survival of Che dsys when we had 
no surpluses of fartn products.

The Park Head Folk 
School proved Ihait provided v/ith 
a house and with Ieader:=hip. all 
other costs such as food and fuel 
couM be financed on le^s than ."/? 
cents per person per day. 

Tens of UiousaiidB of dollars are 
available in annual grants froni 
the federal government for utf^ 
under the . Dpminlfln-Provincial 
Youth-Training i^lan, I-ess thsn 
half of this money which w^s 
available for Ontario has h^-*!i 
used by the provincial govern- 
ment. The only gesture made dur- 
ing the pa£t winter to relate these 
fu^ds to the. rural situation has 
been the training of farm boys for 
placement on farma.in spite of the 
number of experienced young 
people who cannot make a decent 
living. A year ago there were a 
few courses for farm girls. It Is 
time the Ontario government made 
av^Joble to rural young people 
their ri^iful share of these 
grants.
